Tbe  amount  of  gold  in  existence  at 
the  ^>roraencem«u  oi  tbs  Cbriatian  era 
wx»  9427.000.000 ;  at  the  period  of  the 
discovery  of  America  it  had  diminished 
to  $57,000,000:  after  that  erect  it  gradu¬ 
ally,  increased,  and  in  1000  it 
to  $106,000  000 .  in  1700.  to  $361,000  000  •

$3,000,000,000;  and  at  the  present 
time  the  amount  of  gold  in  existence 
is  estimated  to  be  $8,000,000,000 
which,  if  melted  in  to  rae  mass!

twenty-nine  feet  Of  tbe  amount  now 
in  existence.  $6,000,000,000 are  estimated 
to  be  in  coin  and  bullion.  $1,000,000,000 
la  watches,  and  the  remainder  in  p'ate, 
itwelry,  and  ornaments.

Prices  and  Uses. 

Sudden  and  large  advance*  in  the 
price*  of  articles  are  frequently  oc¬ 
casioned  by  new  uses  found  in  them .  An 
instance  to  afforded  in  currants,  which, 
ss  sjb  article  in  the  grocery  line,  might 
formerly  fairly  be  regarded,  from  tbe 
low  price  at  which  they  were  to  be  pro¬ 
cured,  aj  a  drug  is  the  market;  and  the 
increasing  use  of  currants  lor  distilling 
purpose*  In  France  ha*  enhanced  their 
value  in  an  important  degree.  Of  course 
this  will  be  met  by  increased  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  the  berry  m  Greece.  Again,  in 
silk,  value*  would  never  have  risen  to 
their  uresent  point  but  for  the  extensive 
use  oAllks  in  blending  with  other  ma¬ 
terials,  as  in  the  soft,  flexible  goods  so 
acceptable  for  ladie*’  wear,  while  satin, 
for  which  Persian  and  Bengal  oi^aiine 
supply  the  face,  has  corns  largely  into 
fashion.  Tbe  United  States  now  oount 
as  an  important  factor  in  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  silk  goods,  the  Patsreou  mills, 
with  their  13,000  hands,  producing 
to  the  total  annual  value  o!  #14.- 
000,900.  One  can  only  wonder  at  the 
former  low  depreatooa  of  silk  in 
view  of  tbe  present  general  activity 
of  the  market*.  It  is  a jdngnlar  fea¬
